Ideal sites along new road 


Extension of the newly completed 1-255 to the north is good 
news for the Alton area, which has no link to the interstate 
highway system at present. 

It also is good news for the local area — Pontoon Beach, 
Granite City, Mitchell, Madison and Venice. This communi 
now. will be served by interstate highways going in all 
directions, not just most directions. 

Projects of this magnitude cannot be done overnight, but 
there is no doubt that it will be designed and built quickly. 
For several years, District Highway Engineer Dale Klol 
has: cited this 20-mile divided four-lane road as the most 
urgently needed in this region. He predicts that traffic safety 
will. be greatly enhanced in western Madison County as a 
direct result of the improvement. 

Fhe ‘route that was announced Monday will require the 
elimination or relocation of 110 homes, but it appears to be 
the best site to encourage economic development. It will link 
the’ I-270/1-255 junction. here with Roxana, Wood River, 
Bethalto and Alton, ending at Illinois 267 north of Godfrey. 

The $200 million investment is substantial but seems sure to 
pay many dividends. The entire corridor, especially the 270/ 
259 interchange in Pontoon Beach, is likely to attract a 
variety of construction, commercial and otherwise. And the 
tax: base that finances governmental services will be 
strengthened considerably. 


Joint-use role for St. Clair 


‘The St. Clair County Board is performing a service for the 
Metro East portion and the entire St. Louis metropolitan area 
by taking the leading role in seeking joint civilian-military 
use of giant Scott Air Force Base. ‘ 

The county governments efforts were evident Monday 
when the board honored Rep. Monroe Flinn, D-Cahokia, Sen. 
Ralph Dunn, R-DuQuoin, and Sen. Kenneth Hall, D-East St. 
Louis. They were praised for obtaining passage of three new 
Illinois laws: 

eAuthority for St. Clair to issue bonds for the airport 
project, currently estimated to cost $183 million. The joint- 
use approach is credited with lowering the cost dramatically, 
and much of the amount is to be repaid from federal sources. 

eCounty authority to acquire land within a 90-day period 
while owners are challenging the price in court. The county is 
required to find a suitable place of equal value for any 
residents relocated. 

eAuthority for the county building commission to oversee 
airport construction, rather than a new airport entity. 

An environmental study by the Air Force is next. The end 
result can be Lambert/Scott facilities together enabling 
greater St. Louis to stay viable in competing with other 
regions for further business and residential growth.

He was placed on probation for a 
period of one year. In his closing argument, the 
State's Attorney made this statement, “This 
case is important to the Defendent, and it's 
equally importnat to you and your families 
because it’s you and | that drive the highways of 
Scott County day in and day out.
